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Top Biden aide says Ukraine invasion could come ‘any day

WILMINGTON, Del. (AP) — 
White House national se- 
curity adviser Jake Sullivan 
said Sunday that Russia 
could invade Ukraine "any 
day," launching a conflict 
that would come at an 
"enormous human cost." 
The senior adviser to Presi- 
dent Joe Biden offered an- 
other stark warning the day 
after U.S. officials confirmed 
that Russia has assembled 
at least 70% of the military 
firepower it likely intends 
to have in place by mid- 
month to give President 
Vladimir Putin the option of 
launching a full-scale inva- 
sion of Ukraine. 

"If war breaks out, it will 
come at an enormous hu- 
man cost to Ukraine, but 
we believe that based on 
our preparations and our 
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response, it will come at a 
strategic cost to Russia as 
well,” Sullivan said. 

Sullivan did not directly ad- 
dress reports that the White 
House has briefed law- 
makers that a full Russian 
invasion could lead to the 
quick capture of Kyiv and 
potentially result in as many 
as 50,000 casualties as he 
made appearances on a 
trio of Sunday talk shows. 
U.S. officials, who discussed 
internal assessments of 
the Russian buildup on the 
condition that they not be 
identified, sketched out 
a series of indicators sug- 
gesting that Putin intends 
to start an invasion in the 
coming weeks, although 
the size and scale are un- 
clear. They stressed that 
a diplomatic solution ap- 


pears to remain possible.

Among those military in- 
dicators: An exercise of 
Russia's strategic nuclear 
forces that usually is held 
each fall was rescheduled 
for mid-February to March.

"It could happen as soon as 
tomorrow or it could take 
some weeks yet," Sullivan 
said. He added that Putin 
"has put himself in a posi- 
tion with military deploy- 
ments to be able to act ag- 
gressively against Ukraine 
at any time now." 

Sullivan said that the ad- 
ministration held on to 
hope that the Russians 
would move to de-esca- 
late the situation through 
diplomacy. 

"The key thing is that the 
United States needs to be 
and is prepared for any of 
those contingencies and in 
lockstep with our allies and 
partners," Sullivan said. "We 
have reinforced and reas- 
sured our allies on the east- 
erm flank." 

Texas Rep. Michael Mc- 
Caul, the top Republican 
on the House Foreign Af- 
fairs Committee, attended 
a classified briefing last 
week that administration 
officials gave to members 
of Congress. He was asked 
whether he came away 
from the briefing thinking 
it was certain that Russia 
would move on Ukraine. 

"| would say the conditions 
are there. It's more likely 
than not. | think the noose is 
being prepared. It's around 
Ukraine right now as we 
speak. These are danger- 
ous times," McCaul said. 
Biden's ambassador to 
the United Nations, Linda 
Thomas-Greenfield, said 
the administration was still 
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seeking a diplomatic solu- 
tion, but "at the same time, 
we know that the Russians 
continue to prepare, and 
we will be working to ad- 
dress the security issues." 
Sen. John Barrasso, a mem- 
ber of the Senate Foreign 
Relations Committee, said 
Ukraine was the first part of 
Putin's plan to reassemble 
the Soviet Union. He wor- 
ried about what signal that 
could send to U.S. adver- 
saries. 

"He needs to choke on try- 
ing to swallow Ukraine be- 
cause if it's easy pickings for 
him, my worry is that then 
China moves against Tai- 
wan and Iran moves quick- 
ly to a nuclear weapon." 
Meanwhile, elite U.S troops 
and equipment landed 
Sunday in southeastern Po- 
land near the border with 
Ukraine following Biden's 
orders to deploy 1,700 sol- 
diers there amid fears of a 
Russian invasion of Ukraine. 
Hundreds more troops from 
the 82nd Airborne Division 
are expected to arrive at 
the Rzeszow-Jasionka_ Aijr- 
port. A U.S. Air Force Boeing 
C-17 Globemaster plane 
brought a few dozen troops 
and vehicles. 

Their commander is Maj. 
Gen. Christopher Dona- 
hue, who on Aug. 30 was 
the last American soldier to 
leave Afghanistan. 

"Our national contribution

VMI to change honor system said to 


LEXINGTON, Va. (AP) — 
The Virginia Military Insti- 
tute says it will change its 
student-run honor court to 
make it more fair to cadets 
as part of a response to a 
state-ordered investigation 
into racism and sexism at 
the school. 

VMI detailed the reforms in 
a progress report Friday, The 
Washington Post reported. 
The 70-page report, which 
the college gave to Gener- 
al Assembly members and 
the Virginia secretary of 
education, describes initia- 
tives approved, enacted 
or begun last year. Those 
initiatives included manda- 
tory diversity, equity, and 
inclusion training for admin- 
istrators and members of 
VMI's Board of Visitors, and 
changes to the Lexington 
school's one-strike-and- 
you're-out honor court sys- 
tem. 

Data obtained by the 
newspaper showed Black 
students at VMI were ex- 
pelled by the honor court 
at a_ disproportionately 
high rate for the three aca- 
demic years between the 
fall of 2017 and the spring 
of 2020. Though Black ca- 
dets made up about 6% 
of the student body, they 
represented about 43% of 
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expel Blacks more often

those expelled for honor 
code violations. 

Twelve out of the 28 VMI 
students dismissed in those 
three academic — years 
were Black. When students 
of color were included 
in the count, the number 
of expelled rose to 15, or 
about 54% of the total, 
even though minorities 
made up only about 21% 
of the student population 
in that three-year period. 
Barnes & Thornburg, a law 
firm hired by the state to in- 
vestigate racism and sexism 
at VMI, recommended in its 


final report that the college 
"consider changing" its pol- 
icy of allowing convictions 
without unanimous verdicts 
by student juries. 

But VMI, which received 
$21.6 million in state funding 
for the 2021-2022 academ- 
ic year, reported Friday 
that it will continue to allow 
student prosecutors to win 
cases with non-unanimous 
verdicts. One concession 
the school did make was 
that student juries will ex- 
pand in size and guilty ver- 
dicts will require nine out of 
11 jury votes instead of five 
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of seven votes. 

Another change would al- 
low cadets to use pro bono 
attorneys during their trials. 
VMI used to allow lawyers 
to represent cadets dur- 
ing the proceedings, but 
stopped about a decade 
ago because of com- 
plaints that the professional 
litigators prosecuted the 
system itself and that only 
affluent students could af- 
ford them. 

Now, VMI will draw up a list 
of pro bono lawyers willing 
to work with cadet defen- 
dants and their "defense 


advocates" — typically VMI 
faculty or staff members 
— before and during trials. 
But the attorneys will be al- 
lowed only to observe and 
consult their client or their 
defense advocate during 
the hearing, not argue the 
case themselves. 

All of the new honor court 
changes will go into effect 
in August 2022, at the be- 
ginning of the next aca- 
demic year. 

The college also said it will 
begin retaining "key demo- 
graphic data" to "monitor 
the fairness of the system." 
VMI's chief diversity officer, 
Jamica Love, will help "fa- 
cilitate annual reviews" of 
the honor system, the re- 
port said. 

A state-sanctioned report 
released last year said VMI 
has tolerated and failed to 
address institutional racism 
and sexism and must be 
held accountable for mak- 
ing changes. 

The 145-page report com- 
piled by an independent 
law firm at the request of 
the State Council of High- 
er Education for Virginia, 
said "racial slurs and jokes 
are not uncommon" and 
"contribute to an atmo- 
sphere of hostility toward 
minorities."L) 


Crossing lines, Manchin endorses Murkowski's Senate campaign

WASHINGTON (AP) — Dem- 
ocratic Sen. Joe Manchin 
on Sunday endorsed Re- 
publican colleague Lisa 
Murkowski for reelection, 
crossing party lines to back 
the incumbent from Alaska 
who faces a primary chal- 
lenger supported by former 
President Donald Trump. 
The conservative West Vir- 
ginia lawmaker said he has 
teamed well with Murkows- 
ki in the 50-50 Senate to 
build bipartisan support for 
legislation such as President 
Joe Biden’s infrastructure 
law. He said Alaska and the 
Senate are well-served with 
her in office. 

“It’s hypocritical to basi- 
cally work with a person 
day in and day out and 
then, when they're in cy- 
cle, you're supposed to 
be against them because 
they have anR or D by their 
name,” said Manchin, who 


appeared with Murkowski 
on CNN’s “State of the 
Union” to promote the val- 
ves of bipartisanship. 
“Alaska could only be so 
lucky to have her continue 
to serve them,” he said. 
Murkowski faces GOP. pri- 
mary challenger Kelly Tshi- 
baka, who has support 
from Trump and Alaska Re- 
publican party leaders but 
who significantly trails the 
incumbent in fundraising. 
A Democrat has yet to en- 
ter the race; the state’s last 
Democratic senator, Mark 
Begich, lost reelection in 
2014. 

It isn’t the first time that 
Manchin has bucked his 
party's political operation. 
In 2020, he endorsed Sen. 
Susan Collins, R-Maine, in 
herreelection bid. Manchin 
had indicated last April that 
he would support Murkows- 
ki if she Chose to run again 
this year.Murkowski is one 


of seven Republican sena- 
tors who voted to convict 
Trump in his second im- 
peachment trial for his role 
in stoking the Jan. 6 Capitol 
insurrection. Her reelection 
bid plays up her credentials 
as a centrist in the Senate, 
working across party lines 
to “stand up to any politi- 
cian or special interest that 
threatens our way of life.” 
A member of the Senate 
since 2002, Murkowski lost 
the Republican — primary 
for her seat in 2010 but ul- 
timately won after launch- 
ing a successful write-in 
campaign. She's joined 
Democrats several times 
on high-profile votes, in- 
cluding opposing Trump’s 
effort to repeal President 
Barack Obama's health 
law in 2017 and her 2018 
refusal to vote to confirm 
Brett Kavanaugh as a Su- 
preme Court justice. 
Murkowski said Sunday she

as well would support Man- 
chin, who is up for reelec- 
tion in 2024.

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Millions in tax dollars flow to anti-abortion centers in U.S.

NASHVILLE, Tenn. (AP) 
— Anti-abortion centers 
across the country are re- 
ceiving tens of millions of 
tax dollars to talk women 
out of ending their preg- 
nancies, a nearly fivefold 
increase from a decade 
ago that resulted from an 
often-overlooked effort 
by mostly Republican-led 
states. 

The nonprofits known as 
crisis fporegnancy centers 
are typically religiously af- 
filiated and counsel clients 
against having an abor- 
tion as part of their free but 
limited services. That prac- 
tice and the fact that they 
generally are not licensed 
as medical facilities have 
raised questions about 
whether it's appropriate to 
funnel so much tax money 
their way. 

An Associated Press tally 
based on state budget fig- 
ures reveals that nearly $89 
million has been allocat- 
ed to such centers across 
about a dozen states this 
fiscal year. A decade ago, 
the annual funding for the 
programs hovered around 
$17 million in about eight 
states. 

Estimates of how many 
abortions have been pre- 
vented by such programs 
are unknown because 
many states only require 
reports of how many cli- 
ents were served. Trying to

pinpoint exactly how many 
pregnancy centers receive 
taxpayer dollars also is dif- 
ficult because each state 
has a different system to 
distribute the money. 

"It's bad governing. We're 
supposed to be monitoring 
our taxpayer money and 
we don't know where the 
money is going," said Julie 
von Haefen, a Democrat- 
ic state representative in 
North Carolina, which has 
sent millions in public mon- 
ey to pregnancy centers. 
"These clinics don't provide 


medical care. They act like 
they do, but they don''t." 
What is clear is that taxpay- 
er funding for the centers 
has spiked in recent years 
as more Republican-led 
states have passed legisla- 
tion severely limiting access 
to abortion. 

The centers have also been 
accused of providing mis- 
leading information about 
abortion and contracep- 
tion — for example, sug- 
gesting that abortion leads 
to mental health problems 
or breast cancer. 
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Supporters hope to expand 
the number of centers if the 
U.S. Supreme Court over- 
turns or significantly restricts 
abortion rights in a case to 
be decided later this year. 
That momentum is already 
building in Texas, where a 
state law that effectively 
bans abortion at about 
six weeks — before many 
women know they are 
pregnant — has been in ef- 
fect since September. 

"We have seen women 
still steadily seeking out re- 
sources and services," said 


Chelsey Youman, Texas 
state director and national 
legislative adviser for Hu- 
man Coalition, a top con- 
tractor under the state's 
alternatives-to-abortion 
program. "Women are say- 
ing, 'All right, abortion isn't 
available after my child has 
a heartbeat, so what is out 
here?" 

The new law, Youman said, 
has helped refocus the cri- 
sis Pregnancy centers’ ef- 
forts on both women who 
have accepted the new 
restrictions and need help, 
as well as those who are 
wavering on whether to 
cross state lines to get an 
abortion. 

Most centers offer preg- 
nancy tests and pregnan- 
cy-related counseling. 
Some also offer limited 
medical services such as ul- 
trasounds. 

Last year, Tennessee law- 
makers allocated money 
for several ultrasound ma- 
chines to be placed in 
pregnancy centers. At a 
recent dedication of an 
ultrasound machine about 
30 miles (48 kilometers) 
south of Nashville, Repub- 
lican Gov. Bill Lee said the 
state-funded purchase was 
critical in swaying patients 
who were considering the 
procedure. 

The first state to enact an 
official abortion-alterna- 
tives program was Pennsyl- 
vania in the mid-1990s. L) 


Former Pentagon chief Mark Esper drops lawsuit over memoir

WASHINGTON (AP) — For- 
mer Defense Secretary 
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Mark Esper has dropped a 
lawsuit against the Defense 


Department in which he 
claimed that material was 
being improperly withheld 
from his use as he wrote a 
memoir about his tenure in 
the Trump administration. 

Esper's lawyer, Mark S. Zaid, 
said in a statement on Fri- 
day that the Pentagon had 
reversed its stance on "the 
overwhelming majority" of 
material that officials had 
deemed classified and thus 
not for publication. What 
remained in dispute over its 
classification wasn't central 
to Esper's book, Zaid said. 

The lawsuit filed Nov. 28 in 
U.S. District Court in Wash- 
ington contended that "sig- 
nificant text" in the memoir 
was being improperly held 
under the guise of classifi- 


cation. Esper has said pub- 
licly that some 60 pages of 
the manuscript contained 
redactions at one point 
during a security review 
and maintained that no 
classified information was 
being used. 

The book, "A Sacred Oath," 
will be published in May, 
Zaid said. 

The book covers Esper's 
time as Army secretary, 
2017 to 2019, and his 18 
months as defense sec- 
retary. President Donald 
Trump fired the West Point 
graduate and Gulf War 
veteran in a tweet shortly 
after Trump lost his reelec- 
tion bid. 

Esper and Trump clashed 
over several issues while 


Esper led the Pentagon, 
including the use of the 
military during civil unrest in 
June 2020 following the kill- 
ing of George Floyd. 

No other president had 
fired a defense secretary 
after losing an_ election; 
doing so allowed Trump to 
place loyalists in leading 
Pentagon positions as he 
disputed his loss to Demo- 
crat Joe Biden. 

The lawsuit described the 
period in which Esper was 
Pentagon chief as "an un- 
precedented time of civil 
unrest, public health crises, 
growing threats abroad, 
Pentagon _ transformation, 
and a White House seem- 
ingly bent on circumvent- 
ing the Constitution."L)

Ron DeSantis complained. 
"It is a fraud for @gofund- 
me to commandeer $9M 
in donations sent to sup- 
port truckers and give it to 
causes of their own choos- 
ing," DeSantis tweeted. 

He added he would _in- 
vestigate these decep- 
tive practices and donors 
should be given a refund.

Ken Paxon tweeted: "Pa- 
triotic Texans donated to 
Canadian truckers’ worthy 


cause." Texas Sen. Ted Cruz 
said on Fox News the Cana- 
dian "government doesn't 
have the right to force you 
to comply to their arbitrary 
mandates." 

Heyman said Republicans 
are more publicly con- 
cerned about events in 
Canada than Russia. 

"For some senior Ameri- 
can politicians, patriotism 
means renting a mob to 
put a G-7 capital under 
siege," tweeted Gerald 
Butts, a former senior ad- 
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viser to Prime Minister Justin 
Trudeau. 

In Canada's largest city, 
Toronto, police set up road 
blocks throughout down- 
town, preventing any pro- 
testers in trucks or cars from 
getting near the provincial 
legislature, which is near 
where five major hospitals 
are located. And police 
later moved in to clear a 
key intersection in the city. 
No protest remains. 
Thousands descended in 
Ottawa again on the week- 


end. Participants roasted 
hotdogs and doled out 
baked goods under tarps, 
while two men on horse- 
back traipsed through the 
town, one carrying a flag 
in support of former U.S. 
President Donald Trump. 
Residents of Ottawa are fu- 
rious at the nonstop blaring 
of horns, traffic disruption 
and harassment and fear 
no end is in sight. Ottawa's 
embattled police chief is 
calling it a "siege" that he 
can't manage. 

The "freedom truck convoy" 
has attracted support from 
Trump and many Republi- 
cans. 'The Freedom Con- 
voy is peacefully protesting 
the harsh policies of far left 
lunatic Justin Trudeau who 
has destroyed Canada 
with insane Covid man- 
dates," Trump said in a 
statement released Friday. 
In Toronto a couple hun- 
dred health-care workers 
and supporters marched 
from the University of Toron- 
to to Hospital Row just south 
of the legislature. They held 
placards reading,  'free- 
dumb" and "N95 masks for 
all." 

Demonstrators also gath- 
ered in Quebec City, and 
Winnipeg, Manitoba, but 
they dispersed and police 
in those cities said they 
have learned lessons from 
Ottawa's predicament.

BEIRUT (AP) — Children 
held in a prison in north- 
east Syria that witnessed 10 
days of fighting between 
U.S.-backed fighters and 
Islamic State group mili- 
tants are living in "incredibly 
precarious" conditions and 
they should not have been 
there in the first place, the 
U.N. children's agency said 
Sunday. 

UNICEF added that the 
agency is ready to help 
support a new safe place 
in Syria's northeast to take 
care of the most vulnerable 
children, some of whom 
are as young as 12. Its state- 
ment came a day after a 
visit by one of its teams to 
the prison in the northeast- 
erm city of Hassakeh. 

The UNICEF team said af- 
ter visiting some children 
at the prison in the city 
of Hassakeh on Saturday 
that they have lived in dire 
conditions at the deten- 
tion center for years and 
in January "witnessed and 
survived heightened vio- 
lence" in and around the 
prison. 

The visit came two days af- 
ter IS's top leader, Abu lbra- 
him al-Hashimi al-Qurayshi, 
was killed in a U.S. raid on 
his safehouse in northwest

Syria. President Joe Biden 
said al-Qurayshi had been 
responsible for the Syria 
prison assault. 

Over 3,000 inmates, of 
which some 600 are chil- 
dren, are held at the Has- 
sakeh_ prison, known as 
Gweliran or al-Sinaa. 
"Despite some of the basic 
services now in place, the 
situation of these children 
is incredibly precarious," 


Bo Viktor Nylund, UNICEF's 
Syria representative, said in 
the statement. 

While boys were held sep- 
arately from adults, the 
groups mixed when IS mili- 
tants stormed the prison 
in a jailbreak on Jan. 20. 
Some inmates escaped, 
while others including child 
detainees were taken hos- 
tage in the ensuing battle. 
Nylund said UNICEF is work- 
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ing to provide safety and 
care for them while calling 
on all stakeholders to ur- 
gently find long-term solu- 
tions in the best interests of 
the children. 

He said UNICEF is ready to 
help support a new safe 
place in Syria's northeast to 
take care of the most vul- 
nerable children, some of 
whom are as young as 12. 
At a press conference on 
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Jan. 31, the U.S.-backed 
and Kurdish-led — Syrian 
Democratic Forces said 
they had retaken control of 
the prison and confirmed 
that 77 prison employees, 
40 Kurdish fighters and four 
civilians were killed, along- 
side 374 IS detainees and 
attackers. 

The SDF provided no break- 
down of the dead detain- 
ees, or how many of them 
were children. 

Nylund said destruction in 
the surrounding area of the 
prison is significant with de- 
stroyed homes affecting an 
estimated 30,000 people. 
He said every effort, includ- 
ing by the Syrian govern- 
ment and local authori- 
ties, to provide immediate 
assistance should be sup- 
ported. "Children should 
never be in detention due 
to association with armed 
groups," Nylund said. "Chil- 
dren associated with and 
recruited by armed groups 
should always be treated 
as victims of conflict." 

He said UNICEF calls for 
the immediate release of 
children in all detention 
centers across northeast 
Syria and for handing them 
over to child protection 
agencies.)

UNITED NATIONS (AP) — 
North Korea has continued 
to develop its nuclear and 
ballistic missile programs 
including its capability to 
produce nuclear device 
components in violation of 
U.N. Security Council reso- 
lutions, U.N. experts said in 
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a new report. 

The panel of experts said 
in the executive summa- 
ry of the report obtained 
Saturday night by The As- 
sociated Press that there 
was "a marked accelera- 
tion" of Pyongyang's test- 
ing and demonstration of 
new short-range and pos- 


sibly medium-range missiles 
through January, "incor- 
porating both ballistic and 
guidance technologies 
and using both solid and 
liquid propellants." 

"New technologies tested 
included a possible hyper- 
sonic guiding warhead and 
a maneuverable re-entry 
vehicle," the panel said. 
North Korea also demon- 
strated "increased capabil- 
ities for rapid deployment, 
wide mobility (including at 
sea), and improved resil- 
ience of its missile forces." 
The experts said North Ko- 
rea "continued to seek 
material, technology and 
know-how for these pro- 
grams overseas, including 
through cyber means and 
joint scientific research." 

A year ago, the panel said 
North Korea had modern- 
ized its nuclear weapons 
and ballistic missiles by 
flaunting United Nations 
sanctions, using cyberat- 


tacks to help finance its 
programs and continuing 
to seek material and tech- 
nology overseas for its arse- 
nal including in Iran. 
"Cyberattacks, particularly 
on cryptocurrency assets, 
remain an important rev- 
enue source" for Kim Jong 
Un's government, the ex- 
perts monitoring the im- 
plementation of sanctions 
against the North said in 
the new report. 

In recent months, North 
Korea has launched a va- 
riety of weapons systems 
and threatened to lift the 
four-year moratorium on 
more serious weapons tests 
such as nuclear explosions 
and ICBM launches. Janu- 
ary saw a record nine mis- 
sile launches, and other 
weapons it recently tested 
include a developmental 
hypersonic missile and a 
submarine-launched — mis- 
sile. 


The Security Council ini- 


tially imposed sanctions on 
North Korea after its first nu- 
clear test explosion in 2006 
and made them tougher in 
response to further nuclear 
tests and the country's in- 


creasingly sophisticated 
nuclear and ballistic missile 
programs. 


The panel of experts said 
North Korea's blockade 
aimed at preventing CO- 
VID-19 resulted in "histori- 
cally low levels" of people 
and goods entering and 
leaving the country. Legal 
and illegal trade including 
in luxury goods "has largely 
ceased" though cross-bor- 
der rail traffic resumed in 
early January, it said. 

The panel has previously 
made clear that North 
Korea remains able to 
evade sanctions and to il- 
licitly import refined petro- 
leum, access international 
banking channels and 
carry out "malicious cyber 
activities."

MEXICO CITY (AP) — In the 
war raging between drug 
cartels in western Mexico, 
gangs have begun using 
improvised explosive de- 
vices (IEDs) on roads to dis- 
able army vehicles. 

The self-defense movement 
in the town of Tepalcate- 
pec, in western Michoacan 
state, said improvised land 
mines severely damaged 
an army armored car late 
last week. 

A spokesman for the move- 
ment, which is battling the 
Jalisco cartel, supplied 
photos showing a disabled 
army light armored vehicle 
on a road with damage he 
said was caused by such a 
mine. 

The spokesman, who re- 
fused to reveal his name for 
fear of reprisals, said the ex- 
plosion happened last Sat- 
urday in the town of Taix- 
tan, near Tepalcatepec, 
where locals have been 
battling Jalisco gunmen for 
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months. 

The warring gangs already 
frequently use homemade 
armored cars and drones 
modified to drop = small 
bombs. But it would be the 
first time IEDs have been 
successfully used by cartels 
in Mexico. 

The Mexican Army did not 
resoond to a request for 
specific comment on the 
IEDs. But the Defense De- 
partment did say army pa- 
trols were attacked in the 
area Saturday four times 
with explosives, home- 
made armored cars and 
gunfire that wounded 10 
soldiers. The department 
did not specify what type 
of explosives were involved. 
The Milenio television sta- 
tion described the IEDs as 
PVC pipe bombs buried 
with a round metal base 
below and a conical metal 
cap to direct or concen- 
trate the blast. 

Security analyst Juan Ibar- 
rola, who specializes in the 
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military, said "the worrisome 
thing is the improvisation 
that they (criminal groups) 
are doing with engineer- 
ing, to create weapons, 
boobytraps, explosives and 
so on." 

Rather than trying to fight 
an outright war with the 
army — which they know 
they would lose — Ibarrola 
said that with the IEDs and 
other devices "more than 
anything else, what they 
are trying to do is threaten

It is not clear if the impro- 
vised land mines are only 
being used by one side 
in the bloody turf battle 
for control of Michoacan 
state, which drug traffick- 
ers value for its seaport and 
smuggling routes, as well 
as the opportunity to ex- 
tort money from the state's 
growers of avocados and 
limes.

While cartel gunmen across 
Mexico have used hand 
grenades and rocket-pro- 
pelled grenades against 
police and soldiers before, 
IEDs have been practically 
unknown in the country's

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CNN exec Zucker's ouster shows peril of hiding work romance

NEW YORK (AP) — For all the 
potential peril of a work- 
place romance, the most 
commen source of trouble, 
experts say, is allowing it to 
remain a secret. 

A case in point was this 
week's abrupt ouster of 
longtime CNN chief execu- 
tive Jeff Zucker, who said 
he was "wrong" in not be- 
ing upfront with the net- 
work about a consensual 
relationship he was having 
with another executive. 
Zucker only acknowledged 
his relationship with CNN 
chief marketing officer Al- 
lison Gollust after being 
questioned about it during 
an investigation of now- 
fired anchor Chris Cuomo. 
The executive shakeup 
comes at a pivotal moment 
for CNN, and prominent 
employees have expressed 
dismay that things weren't 
handled differently. 

"He should have known 
better," said David Lewis, 
CEO of Operations Inc., an 
HR consulting firm. "He de- 
cided to avoid what was 
a clearly stated policy by 
his employer. The problem 
with that is there was no 
good outcome once he 
decided not to tell." 
Zucker is hardly alone in 
finding love at the office. 
About a third of U.S. workers 
say they are in a workplace 
relationship or have been 
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CNN chief executive Jeff Zucker attends the 13th annual CNN Heroes: An All-Star Tribute in New 


York on Dec. 8, 2019. 


in one — and the trend has 
been on the rise since the 
start of the pandemic, ac- 
cording to trade associa- 
tion Society for Human Re- 
source Management. 

Most big corporations have 
a policy on workplace ro- 
mance, but the majority of 
U.S. businesses do not, ac- 
cording to SHRM. Corpo- 
rate policies can vary from 
forbidding all relationships 
to just those between man- 
agers and = subordinates. 
Some simply require disclo- 
sure. 

Among smaller businesses, 


there are rarely rules at alll. 
Nearly 80% of U.S. work- 
ers say that their employer 
does not require them to 
disclose a workplace ro- 
mance, according to the 
most recent data from 
SHRM. 

And that can cause just as 
much trouble as employ- 
ees keeping relationships 
secret from a company 
that actually has a policy. 
A policy protects workers 
from "quid pro quo" rela- 
tionships, it protects a com- 
pany's morale, and ideally 
protects against lawsuits 
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and scandals. 

"Companies that choose 
to look the other way are 
the ones that are allowing 
a smoldering fire to turn 
into an inferno," said David 
Lewis, CEO of Operations 
Inc., a Numan resources 
consulting firm. "Countless 
organizations have chosen 
to not deal with these head 
on and have paid dearly 
as a result." 

The #MeToo movement 
shed light on toxic — and 
at times, criminal — work- 
place sexual misconduct 
that even the best office- 


romance policies are un- 
likely to prevent. That in- 
cludes film studio Miramax 
failing to address long-run- 
ning accusations against 
Harvey Weinstein, who 
was eventually convicted 
of rape and assault, and 
NBC's brand being tar- 
nished after sexual miscon- 
duct allegations against 
anchor Matt Lauer. 

Hidden consensual — ro- 
mances present their own 
problems for companies, 
especially when top ex- 
ecutives are involved. Be- 
cause of the potential for 
power dynamics to come 
into play, a_ relationship 
with a lower-level employ- 
ee is usually against policy, 
even if it is consensual. 
When such a relationship 
comes to light, it often 
causes a public relations 
nightmare. In 2019, Mc- 
Donald's fired CEO Steve 
Easterbrook after he ac- 
knowledged exchanging 
videos and text messages 
in a non-physical, consen- 
sual relationship with an 
employee. McDonald's for- 
bids managers from having 
romantic relationships with 
direct or indirect subordi- 
nates. Then, the company 
sued him in 2020 when 
other relationships came 
to light that he had lied 
about. Easterbrook ended 
up returning $105 million to 
settle the suit.) 


Delta asks DOJ to put unruly passengers on no- -fly list

NEW YORK (AP) — Any 
person convicted of a dis- 
ruption on board a flight 
should be added to the 
national "no fly" list, Delta 
Air Lines told the U.S. De- 
partment of Justice. 

In aletter to the Justice De- 
partment Attorney Gener- 
al Merrick Garland dated 
Thursday, Delta CEO Ed 
Bastian said there should 
be "zero tolerance" for 
any behavior that affects 
flight safety. Bastian noted 
that while such incidents 
of bad behavior represent 
a small fraction of overall 
flights on Delta, the rate 
of incidents on the airline 
has increased nearly 100% 
since 2019. 


"This action will helo pre- 
vent future incidents and 
serve as a strong symbol 
of the consequences of 
not complying with crew 
member instructions on 
commercial aircraft," Bas- 
tian wrote in the letter fur- 
nished to The Associated 
Press by Delta Air Lines. 

Delta has, along with its 
industry partner Airlines for 
America, been pushing 
since last year for height- 
ened reporting, investiga- 
tion and prosecution of 
those who interfere with 
on-board safety. The air- 
lines, based in Atlanta, 
said it has put nearly 1,900 
people on Delta's "no-fly" 
list for refusing to comply 
with masking requirements 
and submitted more than 


900 banned names to the 
Transportation Security Ad- 
ministration to pursue civil 
penalties. 

A spokesperson with TSA, 
which enforces the FBI "no 
fly" list of potential terror- 
ist threats, referred a re- 
porter to the FBI since that 
agency maintains the da- 
tabase. Both the FBI and 
the Justice Department 
declined to comment. The 
Federal Aviation Adminis- 
tration cited 4.9 reported 
unruly incidents per 10,000 
flights the week ending 
Jan. 23, according to its 
website. 

In December, the TSA an- 
nounced a new partner- 
ship with the FAA that 
would call for unruly airline 
passengers facing addi-

tional consequences for 
bad behavior under a new 
partnership. Under the al- 
liance, the FAA will share

LOS ANGELES (AP) — How 
U.S. history is told and 
taught is being challenged 
and potentially constricted 
on several fronts, but tele- 
vision's approach to Black 
History Month is. firmly in 
overdrive. 

There's a wealth of pro- 
vocative and creative 
Black-focused programs in 
February, looking deep into 
the past to examine topics 
such as the roots of slavery 
and the achievements of 
towering figures including 
Frederick Douglass. Freshly 
painful chapters including 
the 2012 killing of Trayvon 
Martin in Florida also get 
attention. 

The post-George Floyd 
onset of racial reckoning 
and the subsequent back- 
lash have coincided with 
the growth of streaming 
and its voracious need for 
content, a two-fold incen- 
tive for TV to pay heed to 
the sweep and nuance of 
Black experience. 

With broadcast networks 
and cable channels try- 
ing to keep pace with 
flush streaming — services, 
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creative fare 


there's an impressive field 
of documentaries, profiles 
and more ahead. Among 
the highlights (all times are 
Eastern): 

—'One Thousand Years of 
Slavery," Smithsonian Chan- 
nel, Feb. 7-28. The four-part 
docuseries takes a global 
look at forced labor, exam- 
ining its effect on people 
and societies. Prominent 
figures including Debbie Al- 
len, Valerie Jarrett, Lorraine 
Toussaint and U.S. Sen. Cory 
Booker seek out their lega- 
cy from slavery as the pro- 
gram explores Africa, the 
Caribbean and elsewhere 
in an effort to look anew 
at history. The series from 
Angela Bassett and Court- 
ney B. Vance's production 
company "stretches the 
canvas beyond the 400 
years we've _ traditionally 
learned about" U.S. slavery, 
Bassett said in a statement. 
Vance narrates the series 
airing each Monday this 
month. 

—'everything's gonna be 
all white," Showtime, 8 p.m., 
Friday, Feb. 11. An inven- 
tive, lively and trenchant 
assessment of race in 
American history from the 
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perspective of people of 
color. The three-part docu- 
series delves into topics in- 
cluding racial identity, the 
ongoing effects of racism 
on housing, education and 
health care and efforts by 
Indigenous people to pro- 
tect their land. Historians,

garet Cho. Director Sacha 
Jenkins has described the 
series as embodying "the 
collected feelings of folks 
of color in America.... this is 
how America has treated 
us. This is how we feel."

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Too many masks: WHO cites glut of 
waste from COVID response

GENEVA (AP) — The World 
Health Organization says 
overuse of gloves, "moon 
suits" and the use of billions 
of masks and vaccination 
syringes to help prevent 
the spread of the corona- 
virus have spurred a huge 
glut of health care waste 
worldwide. 

The U.N. health agency re- 
ported Tuesday that tens of 
thousands of tons of extra 
medical waste has strained 
waste management §sys- 
tems and is threatening 
both health and the envi- 
ronment, pointing to a "dire 
need" to improve those sys- 
tems and get a response 
from both governments 
and people. 

"Part of the message for the 
public is to become more 
of a conscious Consumer,” 
said Dr. Margaret Mont- 
gomery, technical officer 
of WHO's water, sanitation, 


hygiene and health unit. 
"In terms of the volume, it's 
enormous." 

"We find that people are 
wearing excessive PPE," 
Montgomery said, _refer- 
ring to personal protection 
equipment. 

The agency says most of 
the roughly 87,000 tons of 
such equipment — includ- 
ing what she called "moon 
suits" and gloves -- ob- 
tained from March 2020 to 
November 2021 to battle 
COVID-19 has ended up 
as waste. More than 8 bil- 
lion doses of vaccine ad- 
ministered globally have 
produced 143 tons of extra 
waste in terms of syringes, 
needles and safety boxes. 
"It is absolutely vital to pro- 
vide health workers with 
the right (protective gear)," 
Dr. Michael Ryan, WHO's 
emergencies chief, said in 
a statement. "But it is also 
vital to ensure that it can 
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be used safely without im- 
pacting on the surrounding 
environment." 

In the statement, Dr. Anne 
Woolridge of the Interna- 
tional Solid Waste Associa- 
tion said "safe and rational 
use" of personal protec- 
tive equipment would re- 
duce environmental harm, 
save money, reduce pos- 
sible supply shortages and 
help prevent infection "by 
changing behaviors." ()

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Nearly 50, surfing icon Slater still catching winning waves

On Day 3 of the Winter 
Olympics, America's  big- 
gest victory might very well 
have come not on a frozen 
halfpipe in China, but in the 
warm waves of the Banzai 
Pipeline, thousands of miles 
away in Hawaii. 

The win belonged to Kelly 
Slater, the surfing great who 
turns 50 this week. Slater 
defeated a rider less than 
half his age to capture one 
of the sport's iconic events, 
the Billabong Pro Pipeline 
near the renowned reef off 
of Oahu. 

Now that he's on top — 
again — Slater is starting to 
consider retirement. Noth- 
ing official, of course. Just 
thinking about it. For advice 
on the matter, Slater mes- 
saged with his buddy, Tom 
Brady, for a back and forth 
from one athlete dubbed 
the GOAT, or Greatest of All 
Time, to another. 

"It would be interesting if 
that happened in the same 
week," Slater cracked in an 
interview Sunday (Saturday 
in Hawaii) with The Associ- 
ated Press, on the possibility 
that he'd retire on the heels 
of Brady's announcement. 
"We'll see how that goes. 
I'm contemplating whether 
| stop now or really go full 
bore this whole year, which 
would be, in my eyes, re- 
ally for the fans and saying 
goodbye to everybody af- 
ter all the years of support 
they've given me." 

Should he step away, he 
already has his retirement 
plans: surfing.

"Everyone who retires from 
surfing just goes surfing 
more," he said. 

Not everyone has won 
this much. Slater was the 
youngest world champion 
when he captured the title 
at 20. He was also the old- 
est when he won it at 39. He 
just finished his last contest 
in his 40s with a win, too. He 
turns the big 5-0 on Friday. 
In all, he's become a house- 
hold name and captured 
a total of 11 world cham- 
pionships. His win over the 


weekend was his eighth 
World Surf League Cham- 
pionship Tour victory on the 
Banzai. It also marked his 
56th overall tour win. 

To close out his latest vic- 
tory, he beat Seth Moniz, 
a 24-year-old sensation 
from Hawaii. Slater goes 
way back with Moniz's dad, 
Tony, whom he looked up 
to when he was up and 
coming. One of the most 
touching moments of this 
day came when Seth Moniz 
embraced Slater, who was

tearing up in the aftermath 
of the win. "An honor to surf 
against him," Moniz said. 
Only a few days earlier, 
it looked like Slater might 
be eliminated by pipeline 
favorite 22-year-old Bar- 
ron Mamiya. There were a 
handful of seconds on the 
clock when Slater caught a 
magical wave to steal the 
heat and advance. 

That was a matter of his 
vast experience, combined 
with some timely good for- 
tune, coming through. 


"| mean, | kind of think of 
it like a martial art — you 
don't get worse as you 
get older, you get more 
experienced," said _ Slater, 
who also happens to be a 
scratch golfer. 

This was the surfing equiva- 
lent of winning at Pebble 
Beach. 

"I'm turning 50, but | look at 
it more like | have almost 40 
years of experience at this 
wave and I'm able to draw 
on moments I've had out 
here before and find con- 
fidence in that," Slater said. 
Still, the win was surreal, 
even for him. 
"Indescribable, —indescrib- 
able," he said. "A lifetime 
of dedication to one thing 
and it all comes together 
on a moment like that is, | 
don't know how you com- 
pare it to anything else." 
Over his years of catching 
waves, he's seen the sport 
explode in popularity. This 
victory comes a mere six 
months after surfing made 
its Olympic debut. In keep- 
ing with the ethos of a true 
action-sports star, part of 
him loves the exposure and 
part of him is reluctant. 
Sometimes, though, _ it's 
just best to ride where the 
wave takes you. 

"All of us, | guess, feel a little 
bit funny about any kind of 
mainstream thing with surf- 
ing," Slater said. "We want 
it to be a sport, we want it 
to have an outlet and get 
paid for it and stuff. But at 
the same time, we all feel 
so passionate about it that 
we want it to just be kind of 
sacred still, and secret and 
special."L)

CLEVELAND (AP) — Pulling 
off a major move before 
the NBA trade deadline, 
the Cleveland Cavaliers 
have agreed in principle to 
acquire guard Caris LeVert 
in a trade with Indiana.

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NFL to bolster inclusion

NFL Commissioner Roger 
Goodell told teams Satur- 
day the league will look to 
bolster policies meant to 
encourage hiring of minori- 
ties, particularly as head 
coaches, and he pledged 
an investigation into tank- 
ing allegations raised by 
Brian Flores in his discrimina- 
tion lawsuit against the NFL. 
"We will reevaluate and 
examine all policies, guide- 
lines and initiatives relating 
to diversity, equity and in- 
clusion, including as they 
relate to gender," Goodell 
wrote in a memo to the 
league's 32 clubs that was 
obtained by The Associ- 
ated Press. 

The commissioner added 
that the league's record on 
hiring minority coaches has 
been "unacceptable." 

The memo came _ five 
days after Flores sued the 
league and three teams 
over alleged racist hiring 
practices for coaches and 
general managers, saying 
the league remains ‘rife 
with racism" even as it pub- 
licly condemns it. 

The NFL's main avenue 
for increasing diversity in 
its leadership ranks is the 
two-decade-old Rooney 
Rule, which requires teams 
to interview minority can- 
didates for jobs including 
head coach and general 
manager. Despite the rule, 
there is currently one Black 
head coach in the league: 
Pittsburgh's Mike Tomlin. 
There are no Black team 
owners, just a handful of 
Black GMs and relatively 
few Black coordinators in 
a league where more than 
70% of players are Black or 
another ethnic minority. 
Goodell said the league 
will include outside experts 
in its review along with "cur- 
rent and former players 
and coaches, advocates 
and other authorities in this 
area. Our goal is simple: 
make our efforts and those 
of the clubs more effective 
so that real and tangible 
results will be achieved." 

In a statement, Flores’ at- 
torneys said while Goodell's 
memo appears to be a 
positive first step in con- 
fronting systemic racism in 
the league, they "suspect 


that is it more of a public re- 
lations ploy than real com- 
mitment to change." 

Flores, who is Black, was 
fired as Miami's coach last 
month despite back-to- 
back winning seasons. He 
named the league and 
three teams — the Dol- 
phins, Denver Broncos 
and New York Giants — in 
a class-action lawsuit this 
week alleging unfair hiring 
practices in the NFL. 

After the lawsuit was filed, 
the league said it would 
defend itself against claims 
it said were "without merit." 
The Dolphins, Broncos and 
Giants also denied Flores’ 
allegations. 

Goodell took a softer ap- 
proach to Flores’ claims in 
his memo. 

"We understand the con- 
cerns expressed by Coach

Flores and others this week. 
While the legal process 
moves forward, we will not 
wait to reassess and modify 
our strategies to ensure that 
they are consistent with our 
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values and longstanding 
commitment to diversity, 
equity and inclusion," the 
commissioner wrote.

phins owner Stephen Ross 
told him he would pay him 
$100,000 for every loss dur- 
ing the coach's first sea- 
son because the owner 
wanted the club to "tank" 
so it could get the top draft 
pick. The Dolphins went

cinnati Bengals went 2-14 
and used the No. 1 pick on 
quarterback Joe Burrow, 
who led the team to this 
season's Super Bowl. 

"We also take seriously any 
issue relating to the integri- 
ty of NFL games," Goodell's 
letter said.
